NILS received from JOHN an accomodation address and telephone in West Germany 
for emergency contacts ( should go to Hotel Reichshof in Hamburg in such oases 
to wait for JOHN ); no definite date set for next meeting. 


BIOGRAPHIC INFO; (Additional, obtained during meeting for PRQ) 

Report, containing answers to the first 12 questions of PRQ I, and some additional 
BI info submitted to JOHN by BRUNO after the a/m meetings . 

The net income of NILS is apr. 700 S.Kr a month; that of hie wife - apr. 600 S.Kr. 
(NILS' previous American contact had promised to pay him 200 DM monthly plus 
operational expenses), - NIIS' wife is a former girl friend of Mrs .M.S.HAULTAIN (see 
card 2534 & f ile) 

ACTION; A. (Any action required of Agent) 

To keep quiet and limit his activities for the time being until hie clearance 
will be concluded, i.e. for apr. three month ( from Aug. ’57). - To inform NILS' 
mother that she is going to be interviewed when in USA by BRUNO. - To interrupt his 
contacts with the a/m American official as well as with HAZNERS Villa. 

B. (Any action required of Case Officer) 

In order to establish whether the acquaintance of NILS' wife, one ASR1ANCS Margrieta 
(see Doc.# 1,2), is identical with Dr.SALTUPE Margarita, NILS asked BRUNO to 
send him the latter's photo which was published in Olya f 16 Nov. *56 ( BRUNO sent it 
to NIIS on 11 Oct. '57 ). 

NIIS wanted also to find out the whereabouts of his previous American contact, 

one Mr.JGRGEN Edgar ( address in 1956/57' Offenbach, near Frankurt/M, Postfach 388 ), 

who should reimburse NILS for the latter's operational expenses, i.e. for apr. 

600 S.Kr ( on JOHN'S advice, BRUNO did not try to find out the present address of 
this Am e r ican agent ). 

NIIS wants to remain in permanent contact with BRUNO whom he trusts - urged BRUNO 
to come back to Europe as soon as possible so that NIIS could start to work 
more seriously and without interruptions and delays. 
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
